This is a decision on the petition filed February 15, 2006, to revive the above-identified 
application under 37 CFR 1.137(b).

The above-referenced application was held abandoned on October 23, 2005 for failure 
to file a proper reply to a Final Office Action mailed July 22, 2005 in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.113. A response was filed October 24, 2005, but by advisory action mailed 
November 8, 2005, petitioner was advised that the response did not place the 
application in condition for allowance.

The matter is being referred to Technology Center 2187 for a review of the Notice of 
Appeal and the Appeal Brief.
